Alleged groper 
says he’s sorry 

Schrader, 22, admits to using drugs, alcohol

A 22-year-old man charged with 
fondling women’s breasts and 
masturbating in public said yes¬ 
terday he’s sorry. 

“I just wish that I could talk to 
the people that were involved with 
this — in a way — just to let them 
know,” said Douglas James Roy 
Schrader from his parents’ Dart¬ 
mouth home at 281 Windmill Rd. 

“I just want them to under¬ 
stand my situation; that I’m so 
sorry about everything they had 
to go through.” 

Schrader has not yet entered a 
plea to the charges he’s facing, 
and is presumed innocent until 
proven guilty. 


criminal record 

Douglas James Roy Schrader has a 
criminal record dating back to 2004 
with convictions for theft, mischief, 
breaching probation and fraud. 

In a phone interview Schrader 
explained that he was struggling 
with alcohol, drugs and depres¬ 
sion during the time he’s ac¬ 
cused of grabbing the breasts of 
four different women and mas¬ 
turbating in public in south end 
Halifax. 

He said he was taking some 
unidentified pills he’d bought 
from a friend and was drinking a 
lot of alcohol. 

Schrader was arrested June 25 
and faces four charges of sexual 
assault and two counts of com¬ 


mitting an indecent act by mas¬ 
turbating in public. 

He will appear in court again Ju¬ 
ly 23 and until that time is re¬ 
quired to stay at his parents’ home 
only leaving when accompanied 
by his stepfather, Cecil Nichols, or 
his mother, Wanda Schrader. 

Schrader said that what he’s been 
accused of doing is nothing he’s 
ever had a problem with before. 

“I’m nothing like what this sit¬ 
uation puts me as; I’m an amaz¬ 
ing person, I’m very respectful, 
I’m very nice,” he said. 

He said over the past few 
months he’s been tiying hard to 
be a better person. 

“I had a girlfriend, I was in love 
with her and I wanted to better 
my life but it just seemed like it 
was going down hill,” he said.

Weapons, 
drug bust 
sees four 
arrested

Police made a massive drug and 
weapons bust in West 
Chezzetcook on Wednesday 
night, arresting four people 
from a home on Bellefontaine 
Road. 

Chris James Charter, 44, 
Tamara Lynn Charter, 40, James 
Francis Charter, 22, Kelsey 
Leanne McGrath, 19, appeared 
in Dartmouth provincial court 
yesterday. 

Because police suspected a 
number of weapons in the 
home, the Emergency Response 
Team entered first. The arrests 
were made without incident at 
10 p.m. 

Police then seized four hand¬ 
guns, a rifle, a shotgun — some 
of which were loaded — two 
bulletproof vests, a stun gun, 
200 marijuana plants, 230 
grams of cocaine, 3,100 grams 
of weed, 230 grams of hash, 60 
ecstacy tablets, 475 Dilaudid 
tablets, an undisclosed amount 
of cash, drug-related items and 
illegal cigarettes. 

“It’s a very big seizure for us,” 
RCMP spokesman Cpl. Joe Ta- 
plin said. 

“It was very concerning to us 
that these weapons were out 
there.” 

Police believe the drugs were 
destined for the streets of HRM. 

“This group seemed to be fair¬ 
ly organized in their distribu¬ 
tion of the drugs,” Taplin added.

Woman died of 
natural causes 

autopsy The death of a 46- 
year-old Dartmouth 
woman that was initially 
considered suspicious was 
confirmed to be of natural 
causes yesterday. 

The 46-year-old woman 
was found by her husband 
at their home on 88 Queen 
St. in Dartmouth yesterday 
shortly after midnight. Be¬ 
cause the cause of death 
was not immediately 
known police considered it 
possibly suspicious. But an 
autopsy later showed the 
woman died of natural 
causes. Neighbours said the 
woman had battled cancer 
and described her as frail.

The death sparked con¬ 
cerns that being Tasered 
was a factor in Hyde’s 
death. Yesterday, Clarke 
said there will not be a 
moratorium on using Tasers 
— or Conducted Energy De¬ 
vices — because they are 
too useful, but he wants to 
impose strict limits on their 
use.

“The panel expressly stat¬ 
ed, having weighed the sci¬ 
ence currently available,

But he also showed con¬ 
cern about how Tasers were 
being used. Tasers were 
fired by police 101 times in 
2005, but that jumped to 
181 times in 2007.

the rules, hoping to keep 
police from using Tasers as 
a means of compliance.

o These rules will apply un- 
1 til a full policy review is 
complete. But NDP critic 
Bill Estabroolcs criticized 
the rules as being too vague 
and similar to the existing 
guidelines. The main 
change from previous rules 
was removing a clause of 
“other reasonable condi¬ 
tions” that the government 
decided was too vague. 

The province will also 
hire a “Use of Force Co-ordi- 
nator” to help establish new 
standards on Taser use and 
training. Estabroolcs also 
criticized this move as “bu¬ 
reaucratic” and a “stall tac¬ 
tic.” 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Jeff Carr 
said the new rules are simi¬ 
lar to HRP’s existing policies 
and likely would not be 
much change.

Halifax Air Canada flight 
attendants are in shock. 

The airline is closing the 
Halifax flight attendant 
base, axing about 200 jobs. 

“We are grieving out at 
the airport today. It’s the 
end of an era for the flight 
attendants since we’ve had 
a base here for 32 years,” 
said flight attendant and 
union representative Lisa 
Vivian Anthony. 

A few weeks ago Air 
Canada announced it would 
cut 2,000 jobs nationwide 
because of fuel prices. 

On Wednesday the union 
was told 632 flight atten¬ 
dants would be laid off as of 
Nov. 1 — as part of the lay¬ 
off plan — in Halifax, Win¬ 
nipeg and Vancouver. 

“There are 200 flight at¬ 
tendants (in Halifax) whose 
families, whose children 
will need to be uprooted,” 
Anthony said. “Hopefully 
the company will agree to 
such options as making 
room for us at the base of 
our choice, maybe paying 
our moving expenses.” 

But Anthony said it won’t 
just impact flight atten-

dants: She expects flight de¬ 
lays because crews will 
need to be flown in. 

“Ironically our capacity in 
and out of Halifax remains 
unchanged,” she said. “Be¬ 
cause of our unique loca¬ 
tion in the country and our 
time difference, that is go¬ 
ing to cause problems for 
the travelling public.” 

If a storm causes a delay 
in Toronto or Montreal, or if 
flight attendants get sick, it 
could take half a day for re¬ 
placement crews to arrive. 

“You don’t have a base of 
reserves here anymore.” 

An Air Canada represen¬ 
tative wasn’t available for 
comment yesterday, but Pe¬ 
ter Spurway with the Hali¬ 
fax International Airport 
Authority acknowledged 
this possible problem. 

“But we don’t expect it to 
have significant impacts,” 
he said. “We naturally wish 
it wasn’t happening, but at 
the same time this is an Air 
Canada decision based on 
the announcement they 
made a couple weeks ago.”

Three boys plead not guilty to

The four boys accused of 
unlawfully confining and 
sexually assaulting a girl 
at a Halifax middle school 
last month will stand trial 
next February.

A youth convicted of 
three serious violent of¬ 
fences may be sentenced 
as an adult.

Hopefully the days of pris¬ 
oners on the lam in Nova 
Scotia are coming to an end.

He said yesterday the 
premier is a little late on 
the energy crisis issue and 
a program to help those in 
need should have been in 
the works long before now. 

“The time for looking at 
it is well over,” he said. 

Dexter wants to offer in¬ 
terest-free or low-interest 
loans to low-income Nova 
Scotians so they can install 
insulation and other ener¬ 
gy-saving fixes in their 
homes. 

Low-income homeown¬ 
ers would be able to pay 
back interest-free loans 
from the savings on their 
energy bills, he said.

The much-anticipated 
smartphone has faster Web 
links than the first iPhone, 
supports third-party soft¬ 
ware like games, and is be¬ 
ing heavily subsidized by 
many phone carriers, with 
some even giving it away to 
attract new subscribers. 

Atlantic Equities analyst 
James Cordwell said Apple 
may sell more than a mil¬ 
lion new iPhones in the first 
weekend, partly because it 
is selling in so many more 
countries than the first one, 
which was only available in 
six. 

Some 270,000 people 
bought the first iPhone in 


the few days after its launch 
in late June 2007, after 
many U.S. customers had 
lined up for days outside its 


stores. 

AT&T, the sole U.S. carri¬ 
er, will shoulder much of 
the cost for the latest phone 


to halve the price. 

“They’re going to bring 
users in droves to this prod¬ 
uct,” Deutsche Bank analyst 


Chris Whitmore said. He 
sees Apple buiying its own 
10 million sales target by 
selling about 10.5 million of

More C.B. cops patrolling on foot

More Cape Breton Region¬ 
al Police officers are out 
walking the beat these 
days, but it’s not just a 
cost-cutting measure 
designed to blunt the im¬ 
pact of high fuel costs on 
police operations, says 
Deputy Chief Myles Burke. 

It’s an increasing empha¬ 
sis on community policing 
and a natural result of a larg¬ 
er staff complement that re¬ 
sulted from increased fund¬ 
ing from the Department of 
Justice earlier this year. 

Saving on fuel is impor¬ 
tant, though, Burke added.

“The chief and I have met 
with senior staff and we’re 
hying to get a real grip on the 
budget, and with the way the 
price is spiking, we have to 
do something,” he said.

Burke said senior police 


officers have been directed 
to encourage all officers, 
not just those on patrol, to 
be conscious of the need to 
conserve fuel and to em¬ 
phasize the need to be on 
the street more to improve 
policing in general. 

In one cost-saving meas¬ 
ure, the police service re¬ 
cently sold off four of its 
large four-by-four vehicles 
and replaced them with 
patrol cars and smaller ve¬ 
hicles to save on fuel costs. 

The service still has some 
larger vehicles, and if more 
are required for special cir¬ 
cumstances, they may be 
rented commercially or 
borrowed from other parts 
of the municipal fleet.

Denies impact on rising food prices, shortages 


Worst to first, 
Ontario says

Rising energy costs are a 
far greater factor than bio¬ 
fuels in driving up food 
prices, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper said 
yesterday. 

Many experts blame bio¬ 
fuel production for causing 
grain shortages and food 
price increases that have 
put tens of millions of peo¬ 
ple in danger of falling be¬ 
low the poverty line. 

But Harper defended his 
government’s $1.5 billion 
plan to promote develop¬ 
ment of biofuels in Cana¬ 
da. 

“There are several causes 
to the recent rise in food 
prices and biofuels is prob¬ 
ably a factor, but we’re 
convinced that the far 
greater factor is actually 
the rise in energy input 
costs for the production of 
food,” he said. 

His comments came a 
day after Premier Dalton 
McGuinty said the Ontario 


government is reconsider¬ 
ing a plan to increase the 
required amount of 
ethanol in gasoline from 5 
per cent to 10 per cent in 
2010. 

McGuinty, who denied 
in April that the corn- 


based fuel is driving up 
food prices, said his gov¬ 
ernment is now consider¬ 
ing whether it’s in the pub¬ 
lic interest to stick with 
the 10 per cent commit¬ 
ment. 

Harper, who met with 


Japanese Prime Minister 
Yasuo Fukuda, lauded the 
potential for increased 
trade with Japan and noted 
that Toyota and Honda are 
opening new auto plants 
in Ontario.

Iran defies U.S., fires more missiles

Iran tested more missiles 
in the Gulf yesterday, state 
media said, and the United 
States reminded Tehran 
that it was ready to defend 
its allies. 

The United States, which 
accuses Tehran of seeking 
nuclear arms, said after 
Iran test-fired nine missiles 
on Wednesday that there 
should be no more such 
tests if Iran wanted the 
world’s trust. An intelli¬ 


gence official in Washing¬ 
ton said there had been a 
second test and that it was 
small. 

U.S. leaders have not 
ruled out militaiy options 
if diplomacy fails to as¬ 
suage fears about Iran’s nu¬ 
clear program, which 
Tehran says is only to pro¬ 
duce electricity. 

Israel, which has long 
been assumed to have its 
own atomic arsenal, has 
sworn to prevent Iran from 


emerging as a nuclear¬ 
armed power. Last month it 
staged an air force exercise 
that stoked speculation 
about a possible assault on 
Iranian nuclear sites. 

Iran, the world’s fourth 
largest oil producer, has 


vowed to strike back at Tel 
Aviv, as well as U.S. inter¬ 
ests and shipping, if it is at¬ 
tacked, asserting that mis¬ 
siles fired during war 
games in the Gulf included 
some that could hit Israel 
and U.S. bases in the region. 


U.S. Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice said on a 
visit to the former Soviet 
republic of Georgia that no 
one should doubt Washing¬ 
ton’s commitment to pro¬ 
tect its allies. 

“We are also sending a 
message to Iran that we 
will defend American inter¬ 
ests and ... the interests of 
our allies,” she said. 

Iranian state TV and ra¬ 
dio said the Revolutionary 
Guards — the ideologically 


driven wing of Iran’s 
armed forces — had fired 
ground-to-sea, surface-to- 
surface and sea-to-air mis¬ 
siles overnight. Long-range 
missiles were also 
launched.

Georgia recalls

Move over road rage: Work rage growing problem 


AFFECTING MILLIONS Anger 
in the workplace — em¬ 
ployees and employers 
who are grumpy, insult¬ 
ing, short-tempered or 
worse — is shockingly 
common and likely grow¬ 
ing as Americans cope 
with woes of rising costs, 


job uncertainty or over¬ 
whelming debt, experts 
say. 

“It runs the gamut from 
just rudeness up to pretty 
extreme abusive behav¬ 
iors,” said Paul Spector, 
professor of organization¬ 
al psychology at the Uni¬ 


versity of South Florida. 
“The severe cases of fatal 
violence get a lot of press 
but in some ways this is 
more insidious because it 
affects millions of people.” 

Nearly half of U.S. work¬ 
ers in America report 
yelling and verbal abuse 


on the job, with roughly a 
quarter saying it has driv¬ 
en them to tears. 

Other research showed 
one-sixth of workers re¬ 
ported anger at work has 
led to property damage, 
while a tenth reported vio¬ 
lence and fear their work¬ 


place might not be safe. 

“People are coming to 
work after a long com¬ 
mute, sitting in traffic 
watching their discre¬ 
tionary income burn up,” 
said workplace consultant 
said John Challenger.

It is corporate co¬ 
dependence run amok. 

Almost one quarter of

Once the absent 
underdogs of the sport, 
the Canadian men's water 
polo team is looking to 
make a big splash at the 
Olympics in Beijing. 

The 2008 Beijing Olympics 
will mark the first time in 
history the Canadian 
men’s team has qualified 
to represent the nation in 
the water sport, although 
Canada was a last-minute 
invitation to the 1984 
Olympics after Moscow 
boycotted. 

“We have already made 
history by qualifying for 
the Olympics, so there 
isn’t a lot of added pres¬ 
sure on us,” head coach 
Dragon Jovanovic tells 
Metro. “We will go and do 
our best and prove to the 
world we deserve to be 
there.” 

Jovanovic, a former wa¬ 
ter polo goaltender from 
the former Yugoslavia, was 
hired by Water Polo Cana¬ 
da to coach the team four 
years ago. 

“They are a great bunch 
of guys, they are very com¬ 
mitted and they really 
work well together. We’re 


hitting our toughest train¬ 
ing yet,” he said. 

There are currently 17 
players fighting for 13 po¬ 
sitions for the Olympics, 
and the final team won’t 
be decided until right be¬ 
fore the Games, according 
to the coach. 

The players range in age 
from 18-29, and hail from 
across Canada, calling Cal¬ 
gary their training head¬ 
quarters because of the 
“state of the art” Talisman 
Centre where they prac¬ 
tise. 

“Even if they miss their 
homes, they want to play 
water polo and this is their 
home now,” Jovanovic said. 

Calgary Mount Royal 
College student Kevin 
Mitchell, 26, told Metro he 
is excited to take part in

the Olympic experience, 
one he calls a “dream 
come true.” 

“It’s amazing. I really 
can’t wait to live the whole 
Olympic experience, it’s 
something you imagine 
but can’t believe it’s hap¬ 
pening,” he said. 

Mitchell recalled the 
“adrenaline rush” of beat¬ 
ing home team Romania at 
the Olympic qualifier tour¬ 
nament this year. 

“It was probably the best 
feeling of my life after put¬ 


ting seven years into this 
and to make it now, espe¬ 
cially as underdogs, is ex¬ 
hilarating,” he says. “We 
did what others thought 
we couldn’t.” 

The team just returned 
from a month-long trip to 
Europe, where they beat 
Italy and Greece, and 
coach Jovanovic said they 


looked in fine form. 

“The challenge now is 
we don’t have any matches 
in July, so we just have to 
continue to train hard,” he 
said. “These guys are work¬ 
ing hard though, and we 
have a plan in place to be 
recognized as a serious 
contender in the upcom¬ 
ing years.”

Becker ready for Challenger 

Bridgewater tennis sensation easing himself into professional career

Adam Becker is getting a 
head start on his pro ten¬ 
nis career. 

The Bridgewater native is 
competing in qualifying 
action this weekend for an 
ATP Challenger tourna¬ 
ment in Moncton, with 
must-win matches starting 
tomorrow. 

Becker, who recently 
completed his senior year 
of NCAA Division 1 tennis 
at the University of Texas 
at San Antonio, is planning 
to play in regular pro tour¬ 
naments starting early 
next year. 

“It’s a good way to start 
things off,” Becker said. 
“It’s pretty hard to get into 
a Challenger, usually. You 
usually start at the Futures 
level and then work your 
way up ... So to be in a 
Challenger right away is a 
pretty big opportunity for 
me.” 

There was just one At¬ 
lantic Canadian spot up for 
grabs in the qualifier, and 
Becker nabbed it last 
month by beating Halifax’s 
Phil Anderson in the pre¬ 
qualifier in Moncton. 


“To be in a 
Challenger (tourna¬ 
ment) right away is 
a pretty big oppor¬ 
tunity for me.”

Qualifying means a shot 
at the $35,000 in prizes 
and a chance to test his 
skills against an about 50 
pros. 

It’s the first time a pro 
tournament has been held 
in New Brunswick, and the 
first time in 12 years one 
has been played in Atlantic 
Canada. Halifax hosted a 
Challenger in 1992 and a 
Davis Cup Americas Zone 
event in 1998. 

Becker would need to 
win three matches to qual¬ 
ify, and might get a re¬ 
placement spot if he wins 
two. He will not know un¬ 
til tonight who his oppo¬ 
nent will be in the first 
round. 

“I would guess it’s going 
to be tough,” he said. 
“There’s another (Chal¬ 
lenger) going on now in 
Granby, Que., and from 
what I saw, it’s pretty high 
level. The same guys are 
going to make their way 


(to Moncton), so it won’t be 
easy.” 

Becker, who went 11-9 in 
singles in his final year at 
UTSA, has been training in 
Texas this summer. He will 


stay there in the fall for a 
school internship, then 
head to Europe after the 
semester to see how he 
fares on the pro circuit. 

“It will be hard,” Becker 


admitted. “The chances of 
making a career out of it 
are very slim, but I’m just 
going to try to give it a 
shot while I’m still young 
and somewhat in shape.”

A lot of people are afraid 
to fly, but that phobia is 
especially problematic if 
you also happen to be a 
popular musician. "I’m 
not too big on flying/’ 
says veteran singer-song- 
writer Ron Sexsmith. "Ac¬ 
tually, every time I have 
to get on a plane I get 
terrified.’’ 

So when the guitarist 
was offered a free trip to 
Cuba to record with some 
of the country’s best horn 
players, he almost said no. 
“That was the only thing 
that got in the way,” he 
says, over the phone from 
his Toronto home. 

Luckily, Sexsmith made 
the five-day trek, which 
was paid for by Martin 
Terefe, the producer of the 
artist’s new record Exit 
Strategy for the Soul, and 
recorded the song Brighter 
Still with Alexander Abreu 
and other well-known 
Cuban musicians. “They 
have the best horn players 
down there,” says Sex¬ 
smith,” so I thought it 


would be a good experi¬ 
ence for me.” 

Although Sexsmith says 
he spent most of his time 
in Cuba drinking and 
walking to the studio, he 


still managed to create an 
upbeat, yet soothing track 
that has, expectedly, some 
of the best musicianship 
that’s ever graced one of 
his records. 


And that’s saying a lot. 
Exit is the artist’s 11th al¬ 
bum — his first release 
was a cassette in 1985. In 
that time Sexsmith has be¬ 
friended Elton John, Elvis 


Costello, Chris Martin and 
other legendary musicians 
and made a name for him¬ 
self around the world, 
though he’s still not finan¬ 
cially successful enough to 
tour exactly the way he’d 
like. “It would be great to 
bring out a horn section,” 
he says. “But sometimes I 
can’t afford to put on the 
show I want to.” 

Another thing he’d like 
to do, but can’t, is bring 
Leslie Feist on stage to sing 
Brandy Alexander, a song 
they co-wrote and which 
appears on Sexsmith’s 
new record and Feist’s 
smash hit The Reminder. 
That, however, isn’t be¬ 
cause of a lack of dough — 
Feist is just too busy these 
days. 

He tried to get the Gram- 
my-nominated chanteuse 
to sing a gospel backing 
track on the song, but no 
such luck. “I wrote that 
part for her to sing, but 
she’s so swamped now, I 
couldn’t get a response if 
she’d do it.” Not that it 
mattered in the end: Erin 
Moran, also known as A 
Girl Called Eddy, filled in 
nicely.

Thanks to Feist’s mini¬ 
malist rendition, Brandy 
Alexander will be the most 
recognizable tune on the 
record, but there are plen¬ 
ty of other gems on this 
calm, catchy disc. Song 
One Last Round is a rela¬ 
tively rollicking tune 
about global warming, 
while Thoughts and 
Prayers is maybe the 
sweetest song on the al¬ 
bum. 

Now that Sexsmith has 
recorded in Cuba, there 
can’t be anything more 
that he’d want out of his 
career, right? 

“Well, I’ve always want¬ 
ed to make a covers al¬ 
bum,” he says. “But I’m al¬ 
ready writing songs for my 
next record. So it’s still on 
my to-do list.”

Beatles drum skin sells at auction 


The hand-painted drum 
skin that appeared on the 
sleeve of the Beatles’ 
ground-breaking 1967 al¬ 
bum Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely 
Hearts Club Band sold for 
$1.1 million at an auction 
on Thursday, four times its 
estimate. 

Billed as the “world’s 
most famous drum skin,” 
it was the star lot of 
Christie’s rock and pop 
memorabilia sale in 
London, and eclipsed the 


other highlight, John 
Lennon’s handwritten 
lyrics for hit song Give 
Peace a Chance. 

The manuscript still 
fetched $834,000 US, well 
above pre-sale 
expectations of around 
$500,000. 

It was sold by comedy 
writer and presenter Gail 
Renard, who was 16 when 
Lennon and Yolco Ono 
staged their famous “Bed- 
In” at a hotel in Montreal 


in 1969. Renard and a 
friend sneaked into the 
Queen Elizabeth Hotel 
where the recently 
married Lennon and 
Ono were holding a 
protest for peace, and 
became friendly with 
the couple. 

According to 
Christie’s, Lennon gave 
Renard some mementos, 
including the lyrics, 
telling her: “One day they 
will be worth something.” 



Renard, now 54, said the 
price fetched for the man¬ 
uscript had left her

review It always feels like 
something is missing in 
films based on comic 
books, something essential 
whose absence is only 
barely disguised by action 
and spectacle and, when 
the screenwriter is so 
moved, some sudden 
stretch of dialogue meant 
to tease out a dramatic or 
comic thread with a con¬ 
spicuous disregard for pac¬ 
ing. Just before the climac¬ 
tic battle in Guillermo del 
Toro’s Hellboy sequel, 
we’re reminded of a 
prophetic plot point from 
the first film that both sets 
up Hellboy III — or IV or V 
— and utterly deflates the 
conflict-to-come by under¬ 
lining the likelihood the 


hero will survive to fight 
another day. 

This dramatic aphasia 
overcomes nearly eveiy 
comic book film, replacing 
tension with ritual as the 
protagonist is battered by a 
gauntlet of villains who, 
no matter their awesome 
power and unmitigated 
evil, are reduced to some 
CGI-assisted incarnation of 
the Indians who can’t 


shoot straight in some 
western serial. 

It’s clear del Toro really 
doesn’t have his eye on the 
stoiy as much as the regu¬ 
lar intervals when he can 
introduce some scene 
packed with striking beast- 
ies or a digitally created be¬ 
hemoth, at which point 
the camera steps back to 
marvel at the handiwork. 

It’s no surprise that the 


significant departure from 
tone and plot — a scene in¬ 
volving Ron Perlman’s title 
character, his best friend 
Abe Sapien, many six- 
packs of Tecate beer and a 
Barry Manilow song — 
seems to lift off from the 
overdesigned business of 
the film with an affected 
giddiness that the preview 
audience, at least, grateful¬ 
ly appreciated.

for ruining my apprecia¬ 
tion of 3-D movies forever, 
thanks to the classic 
sketch Dr. Tongue’s House 
Of Stewardesses, which 
made sport of the cheapie 
3-D flicks from the ‘50s 
that used to showed up on 
late night TV, their 3-D ef¬ 
fects reduced to little more 
than swords and sticks be¬ 
ing jabbed at the camera 
by actors ordered to break 
the “fourth wall” and ges¬ 
ture directly into the lens. 

John Candy and Eugene 
Levy leering at the camera 
was never far from my 
mind while watching Bren¬ 
dan Fraser in Journey To 
The Center Of The Earth, 
which features, among 


other exercises of the 
medium, a thick glob of di¬ 
nosaur drool launching 
from the screen and into 
your eye. An updating of 
the classic Jules Verne tale 
for the green screen age, 
it’s been given the fiill-on 
3-D treatment by director 
Eric Brevig with an unre¬ 
strained enthusiasm for 
the film’s primary techni¬ 
cal parlour trick. 

After three Mummy 
films, Brendan Fraser is an 
old hand at this sort of out¬ 
landish action flick, a sort 
of contemporaiy Victor 
Mature who hopefully has 
the potential to be as self- 
moclcing. He manfully de¬ 
livers the bulk of the film’s 
dubious science with a 
straight face, which is as it 
should be. While you don’t 
want to think too much 
about what Journey has to 
say about plate techtonics 
or zoology, its hurtling 
pace and unabashed en¬ 
thusiasm for every unlike¬ 
ly new peril is the best 
thing about the film.

revie! Like most people, I 
miss the Eddie Murphy of 
yesterday. 

The smart-alecky, foul¬ 


mouthed Beverly Hills 
Cop Murphy whose career 
has since (somehow) pri¬ 
marily become a vehicle 
for entertaining prepubes- 
cents with over-the-top 
shtick. Talk about failin’ 
for a banana in the 
tailpipe! 

At the outset of Meet 
Dave, Murphy seemingly 
follows suit, playing both a 
human-shaped spaceship 
named Dave and the tiny 


alien Captain controlling 
his every move from in¬ 
side. 

On a quest to find a mys¬ 
terious orb that crashed to 
Earth, Dave (and subse¬ 
quently, the Captain) meet 
a kindly family and learn 
the obligatory true lesson 
of friendship. 

It’s actually a fairly mul¬ 
ti-layered plot and definite¬ 
ly an improvement on the 
comedian’s recent offer¬ 


ings (Norbit anyone?). 
Murphy’s talents are best 
showcased when he’s play¬ 
ing the inanimate space¬ 
ship (who can sharpen 
pencils in his nose and ex¬ 
crete money when he 
needs it by the way). 

It’s a tricky role and Mur¬ 
phy pulls off a glazed-over 
look rivaled only by the 
look on younger audience 
members’ faces when a 
punchline makes refer¬ 


ence to the singer Meat 
Loaf. 

Nonetheless, soon we 
meet the crew within 
Dave, the annoying charac¬ 
ters (a rugged officer who 
discovers Broadway and 
becomes a flaming homo¬ 
sexual) arise and the gags 
begin to fall flat. 

Along with special ef¬ 
fects that are simply slop¬ 
py in the golden age of CGI 
and a promising start ends 


up uneven. 

Mainly however, I just 
couldn’t help but wonder 
how much better Meet 
Dave might’ve been if 
geared towards a more ma¬ 
ture audience.

Bale’s Batman begins again 


Actor shares his inspiration, working with Ledger in Dark Knight

feature Christian Bale is 
that rare movie star about 
which we know almost 
nothing. With The Dark 
Knight opening in a week, 
he might be on the verge of 
the biggest movie of his ca¬ 
reer, but sitting across 
from the actor at a press 
event in Beverly Hills, it’s 
impossible to imagine that 
it’s going to change what 
he does or how he does it; 
averaging two films a year 
in what tend to be physical-

ly demanding roles, with 
three more films including 
a new Terminator movie in 
production, it’s likely he’ll 
just return to some set, 
away from the gossip mags. 

Talking about his second 
shot at portraying Bruce 
Wayne and his alter ego, 
the Batman, in director 
Christopher Nolan’s sty¬ 
gian reboot of the comic 
movie franchise, Bale is as 
thorough as any movie 
critic when he talks about 
his inspiration and process 
in creating the role. 

“He has this great shad¬ 
ow side borne of the pain 
and death of his parents,” 
Bale says of the caped cru¬ 
sader, “His creation of Bat¬ 
man has never been helpful 
for his own life. He has a 
great capability for vio¬ 
lence, and he’s given him¬ 
self this one rule that he 
will not kill, because he 
sees how easily he could 
cross that line. The Joker is 
the one who’s made him 
question his ethics more 
than anybody up until now,

and tempting him to break 
his own rule, because if he 
breaks his own rule he can 
possible prevent the deaths 
of many people. And in that 
case is it selfish to hold on¬ 
to his own principles — 
should he break his own 
principles for that?” 

The subject turns to 
Heath Ledger, whose Joker 
will be his penultimate 
movie role, Bale is full of 


respect for the late actor’s 
professionalism, frequent¬ 
ly praising him for his 
“commitment.” 

“That was our very first 
scene together,” Bale says, 
referring to a brutal inter¬ 
rogation scene between 
their characters. “And it 
was a great way to start, 
because we were afforded 
the luxury of, for some 
part of the scene, being 
completely alone in that 
room with the cameras 
outside, with just mirrors 
surrounding us, and the 
two of us eyeballing each 
other, and everywhere you 
looked just seeing reflec¬ 
tions of the two freaks sit¬ 
ting at a table together.” 

“Me sitting opposite him, 
I was getting real pleasure 
from seeing the satisfac¬ 
tion he was getting from it, 
because I could recognize 
the same satisfaction that I 
get from acting. When you 
have anybody who was as 
good as him, it becomes 
that much easier to create 
great scenes.”

Inspired by Toronto’s 
Emergency Task Force, 
CTV’s newest drama series 
Flashpoint will take view¬ 
ers on an emotional jour¬ 
ney into the tough, risk- 
filled lives of a group of 
cops in the Strategic Re¬ 
sponse Unit. 

This elite team of cops is

Flashpoint’s executive 
producer Bill Mustos (De- 
grassi: The Next Genera¬ 
tion, Robson Arms), says 
what’s so interesting about 
Toronto’s ETF is that it’s 
virtually the only team of 
its kind in the world.

television CBS has debuted 
the reality show Greatest 
American Dog. A dozen 
dogs compete for fun, dog¬ 
gie treats and, naturally, 
the obligatory $250,000 
grand prize (or the equiva¬ 
lent in dog biscuits, pre¬ 
sumably). 

These unscripted shows 
have all grown almost in¬ 
distinguishable from one 
another, including the trio 
of judges (Wendy Dia¬ 
mond, Allan Reznik, Victo¬ 
ria Stilwell) and the back¬ 
biting (in this case almost 
literally). 

To be sure, the Westmin¬ 
ster Kennel Club is 
nowhere in sight for this 
dog show, which turns out 
to be (surprise!) far more 
about the people than the 
canines. 

Created and executive 
produced by Emmy-win- 
ning documentary special¬ 
ist R.J. Cutler (American 
High), this series turns out 
to be far less than the sum 
of its parts, with the hu¬ 
man egos far surpassing 
the stupid pet tricks in 
terms of relevance and 
screen time. And that’s 
wholly unfortunate. 

A dozen dog-human 
teams square off to judge 
which dog can best follow 
instructions.

equally important.

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A conversation with The Closer 


Kyra Sedgwick has enjoyed 
a long career in Hollywood 
since her first work in the 
mid- 1980 s in small roles on 
U.S. television and later in 
low-budget films such as 
1990 ’s Mr. & Mrs. Bridge. 

For years, Sedgwick, 42, had 
seen her career overshad¬ 
owed by husband Kevin Ba¬ 
con, with whom she has 
two children. But in 2005, 
U.S. cable network TNT be¬ 
gan airing The Closer, a 
crime drama starring Sedg¬ 
wick as Brenda Leigh John¬ 
son, an Atlanta cop who 
moves to Los Angeles to be¬ 
come deputy police chief. 

Johnson has a thick 
southern accent (Sedgwick 
was born in New York) and 
the show was a departure 
for the actress whose roles 
mostly had been confined 
to small, low-budget dra¬ 
mas like 2002 Sundance 
Film Festival favorite Per¬ 
sonal Velocity. 

But The Closer became a 
breakout hit, with last sea¬ 
son’s finale drawing 10 mil¬ 
lion viewers — a large 
amount for a U.S. cable TV 
show. A new season begins 
on July 14 and Sedgwick 
talked with Reuters about 
the show, her role and her 
career. 


Brenda Leigh can be 
a tough cop but she 
also has this human 
side. We see her deal with 
her fiance and her family. Is 
that a key to the show’s suc¬ 
cess — that not only is it a 
cop drama but it also lets 



you inside these people’s 
lives? 


I think it’s the key 
to the success of the 
show and it’s cer¬ 
tainly the only rea¬ 
son why I’m in it. To me, it’s 
much more a character-dri¬ 
ven piece than a plot-driven 
piece. I think it’s what sepa¬ 
rates us and makes people 
always come back. 

The upcoming sea¬ 
son is the show’s 
fourth. How do you 
think Brenda has changed 
or grown over the years? 

One interesting 
thing about Brenda 
is she doesn’t grow 
and change that 
much. While she is bril¬ 
liantly intuitive about other 
people, she is completely 
clueless about herself and is 
not interested in evolving as 
an emotional person at all. 
Her resistance to that is re¬ 
ally interesting to watch. 

Is that what has 
been rewarding, cre¬ 
atively, that you’ve 
been able to take this char¬ 
acter and dig into her and 
try to figure out what 
makes her tick, when in 
fact you really don’t know 
what makes her tick? 

Definitely. While I 
know how she re¬ 
acts to things, I 
don’t necessarily 
know why she reacts. She 
has so many complications 







and conflicting parts and is 
such a mass of contradic¬ 
tions. There are so many 
things to play. 

You won a Golden 
Globe award for the 
role and you’ve 
the show “a gift” 
many times. Why? 

Q lt really is the gift 
that keeps on giv¬ 
ing. It’s been a sur¬ 
prise to live in a 
character this long and still 
be enjoying it. It was some¬ 
thing I was never looking 
for and it was something I 
never expected. That’s why 
I think of it as a gift because 
I didn’t know it was com¬ 
ing. The fact I get consis¬ 
tently nominated for stuff is 
fun and a real honor for me. 
That feels really good to go 
up there with people who 
are considered the very best 
at what they do and that 
feels really good and sup¬ 
portive for work that I 
would love to do and would 
do anyway. 

In Hollywood, we 
talk a lot about how 
difficult it is to get a 
female-driven movie made 
and wondering if you think 
that’s true and why? 

I definitely think 
that’s true. For 
whatever reason, 
male-centric 
movies have made the big 
dollar amounts at (box of¬ 
fices).

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Salman Rushdie wins 
best of Booker award 


London British author 
Salman Rushdie won the 
Best of the Booker prize on 
Thursday to mark the 40th 
anniversary of one of the 
world's most prestigious lit¬ 
erary awards. 

Midnight’s Children won 
the Booker Prize in 1981, 
and the Indian-born writer 
was hot favorite to take the 
award decided by the public 
from a shortlist of six in an 
online poll. 

The 61-year-old, whose 
1988 novel The Satanic 
Verses outraged many Mus¬ 
lims and prompted death 
threats against him, also 
won the 25th anniversary 
Booker prize in 1993. 

“I think it was an extraor¬ 
dinary shortlist and it was 
an honor to be on it,” 
Rushdie said in a recorded 
message from the United 
States, where he is on a 
book tour.

At least half the voters were 
under 35 , and the largest age 
group was 25-34, “a reflection 
of the ongoing interest in qual¬ 
ity fiction amongst readers of 
all ages," organizers said.

porters. 

But there was some criti¬ 
cism of the award, partly be¬ 
cause the choice was nar¬ 
rowed to just six nominees. 

“It’s an artificial exercise, 
simply because the general 
public only got to pick from 
six of the previous win¬ 
ners,” said Jonathan Rup- 
pin, promotions manager at 
Foyles bookshop. 

“Readers have not been 
able to vote for some of 
their most enduring fa¬ 
vorites,” he added, men¬ 
tioning, among others, 
Arundhati Roy’s The God of 
Small Things and Kazuo 
Ishiguro’s The Remains of 
the Day. 

Around 8,000 people 
from around the world took 
part in the online poll, and 
Midnight’s Children won 36 
per cent of votes. reuters
